CORRESPONDENCE. 
VOLUNTEERING IN HONGKO! 
To the Buitor of the * Ouma Mar. 
Hongkong, 6th Sept. 


Sra—I fear, judging from your article 
i your issue of Saturday, you havo only 
mado a very hurried study of the-racent 
Report of the Volunteer Commission, and 
it perhaps will be better'for me to point out 
the errors you have doubtless inadvertently 
drifted into, so as to prevent misunder- 
standing on’ the part of any of your 
readers. 

First, as regards the expenditure, it will 
certainly require something like $16,000 to 
launch the new. or. rather ‘reorgavized’ 
‘Corps, but practically this will mean very 
little if any extra disbursement. Of the 
grauta for Volunteer purposes mada for the 
years 1887 to 1891 rome $5,000 have not 
paen, expended at all, aud there is still 
some $11,000 in hand of. the Volunteer 
“Grant for thie year-—The annual expendi- 
tare is estimated at $20,000, but this repre- 
sonts the maximum possible cost for a force 
of the size recommended, aud would oaly 
‘be reached in. the course of some thres to 
four years hence; when tha question. of 
re-clothing, &c,, haxtabe considered; asitis, 
the probable. exponditure upon the Corps 
in ‘the meaiiwhile ought not to exceed 
$16,000 to $16,000 per abnum. Contpare 
thia with the existing grant of 812,000 per

WOLVES AND WOLF-CBILDREN 
IN INDIA. 


Ascara seems to have been existing in 
Meerut in regard to the increase of wolves 
in that neighbourhood, and the daring of 
these snimala in coming even into canton- 
ments. Forty or fifty years ago, wolvos 
would. sppoar to have been very numerous 
in Oudh, sinca Major-General Sir William 
Bleeman, aomotime Resident in that State, 
describes at some length (in a. work which. 
has now become scarce) the many cases be 
Lad met with or heard of in that province, 
of native children being carried off by 
wolves, of tho instances of walf-childran 
having been found alive in the jungles 
some yenrs after their capture, and of one 
identified by certain marks some years 
later. When speaking of incidents which 
occurred during ono of his usual: cold 
weather camping’ toura in’ December 1843, 
he alludes tv {a curious suporsition of the 
Hindoos that they will not care to cut away 
a peepul treo, even though ita roots tnay be 
destroying their welle, houses, or temples 5 
nor,’ he adds, ‘do they with some exceptions 
daxe to destroy'a wolf, though it may. have 
auton a child of theirs, or actually bo in the 
act of carrying off a child in-its mouth,

Sir William mentions at loast five other 
similar cases of children carried of by 
wolves {all boys), under the age of six 
years, and that thera was then no instance 
known of a grown man baving-been found 
wha had been matured in a wolf's den. 
From this he draws the conclusion that 
sucis either die before they attain manhood, 
or that they are deatroyad by tha wolves 
themsslves. As far as he could then learn, 
none of these wolf-children had attained to 
more than fhittees or fourteen yeata. One, 
when dying, put his hands'to bis head and 
asid that ‘it ached,’ and asked for water; 
another understood signs, aud. was taught 
to furn trospanaing eattle out of the fields. 

At the present time (February, 1892) in 
the 0.31.5.-Missionary Orphanage at Se- 
oundra, near Agra, is an individual brought 
thitheras 4 wolf child, twenty-six years 
ago. About thirty-two years ia now his 
aupposed age ;-two others have dicd there 
in the interval who were believed to be 
about twelve or fourteen yeara old, but 
none of the present staff|were acquainted 
with thom. The man above menticned is 
ssid te be deaf; he can only utter inarti- 
culate sounds, but appears to be in good 
health. He -hss been. taught to wear 
clothes, to eat cooked food, and to adopt 
lean habits. If.given fruit, such ay ba- 
nanae or oranges, his countenance ex} ands 
with delight 5 ifthese are not who! 
partially peeled. for ‘him, he will eat the 
skins with apparent relish. About five or 
six years ago another wolf child was found
